Let's face the facts squarely, 
Although the two great democracies 
share the same rooted objection -to 
tyranny, there is an inevitable 
timelag between their reactions 
Their feelings never ‘quite keep 
step—or, ‘shall we say, thelr 
“emotional bolling points do not 
coincide. For one thing, distance 
alone causes their estimates of 
danger to vary both in quantity 
and in quality. Not that the 
American peoples were blind ito 
the Nazi menace. On the’ contrary, 
being in many ways better inform- 
ed by Inteltigent columnists than 
the English, Americans were quick- 
er to recognise the menace of 
Nazism than we were. No doubt 
our blindness was largely due .to

“Mein Kampf” 


Now I hope you won't be bored 
if 1 open the investigation with a 
reference to the book which, signi- 
flcantly enough, is called the Nazi 
Bible—"Mein Kampf.” It’s a book 
often quoted but seldom read, In 
many ways, it’s a tedious ond 
humourless book, the book of an 
adult of immature mind -trotting 
out all sorts of old and exploded 
ideas—full of the kind of hnlt-. 
baked science our ‘grmndfathers 
used to enjoy, and padded out 
with second-hand ideas, 
still a mine of psychological in- 
formation. For instance, it’s not 
hard to guess that its author com- 
bimes the characteristics of a fussy 
old maid with the disgruntled dis- 
position’of a man who has been a 
prey to inferlority, envy ond 
Jealousy—a man who Is so funda- 
mentally insecure that he cannot 
feel safe unless he achieves world- 
ownership, 7% 

You may 
therq’s nothing: very new about 
this—that in: any case such men 
exist in every villoge. That fs true 
although “small-town demegogues, 


. squabbling over the village pump, 


are. comparatively harmless. But 
as you read on, certain very -dis- 
quieting themes begin-to crop up 
— 4 concern with blood, with con- 
tcmInatlon and pollution, with per- 
secution, regeneration, blood sacri- 
fice, and so forth. In fact, there 
are many who believe that Hitler-

History of Merchant House

Ceell Roth, author of “The Magni- 
Acent Rothschilds,” has recently 
written a book on “The Sassoon 
Dynasty", published by Rebert Hale 
at 12s.

This 
Mr Roth polnts out, sind he states 
that the Sassoons were | merehant 
aristocrats in Persia for Henerations, 
David Sassoon, the founder of the 
house, wis bern in Baghdad, son of 
the Treasurer to the Pas n 1792, 
The end of the Napoleonic Wars and 
the development of the Industrial 
Revolution hand wide ramifications, 
and had immediate effect upon Bom- 
bay, the gateway to India, and upon 
Lancashire. India and England be- 
came interlocked in commerce, 

Opportunitics Scized 

David Sussoon sensed the oppor 
tunities offered by a development of 
trade and commerce that was becom. 
ing world-wide. He left Baghdad, 
Orst for Basra and then for Bombay. 
His business In English textiles grew 
apace, and if was not, long, as Mr 
Roth shows, before the scale of the 
firm's transactlons Increased until it 
became the largest in Indian engaged 
in the Gulf trade. 

In a few years the most lucrative 
part of the trade between Western 
India und Persia and Mesopotamia 
was in Snssoon’s hands.

GERMANY’'S WAR BILL 


PROBABLY the best measure 
of the Nazi effort to-day is to be 
found in the figures of German 
Government spending.  Assist- 
ant Minister of Finanee Rein- 
hardt recently: stated ‘that the 
Reich received RM 30,200,000,- 
000 from. taxes and miscel- 
lanecous revenues during the 
fiscal’. year ended -March 31, 
Since the Reich debt rose about 
RM _ 38,000,000,000 during the 
same time, total Reich expendi- 
tures for 1940-41 amounted to 
around RM 68,200,000,000, com- 
pared with a national income 
estimated by Reinhardt at RM 
100,000,000,000, 


According to these figures, 
more than 55 per cent of the 


Government’s expenditures _were_ 


financed by loans, notwithstand- 
ing the Nazi pay-as-you-go talk 
of the early months of the war, 
Only part of these loans, more- 
over, could possibly have come 
out of actual savings. <A consi- 
derable portion must have been 
in the form of bank advances, 
‘Under traditional conditions, 
this ought to have brought 
about a serious measure of In- 
flation. The Government's con- 
trol over wages, prices and costs 
is.so stringent, however, as to 
have prevented any .appreciable 
rise in the price level. 


More significant, perhaps, are 
the indications as to the sacri- 
fices being exacted of the Ger- 
man people. The deprivations 
prior to the outbreak of war 
constantly - provided a lively 
theme for foreign correspond- 
ents and economic experts, bit 
these have been‘ tremendously 
increased since the war because,

Werner does not supply casy 
answers to the questions every- 
one is asking. Will Britain hold 
out? The author does not give 
2 yes or no answer, but provides 
an intelligent analysis by set- 
ting forth what Britain must do 
to hold out. 


Neither does he predict Ger- 
many’s defeat, but he shows you 
what must happen before Hit- 
-er’s amazing Wehrmacht begins 
<o crack. Among other things, 
Werner believes that it will take 
a huge expeditionary force land- 
ing on a-hostile continent, as 
well as strict -blockado © and 
superior ‘air power, to make this 
possible of accomplishment,

Sell-Outs 


Werner will perhaps argue 
that such considerations as this 
do not warrant, more attention 
in a military history than he 
has given them, but they do. 
Every time a progressive gov- 
ernment takes power, Quislings 
in ite upper erust will leap 
forward to sell it out to its 
foreign foes. Werner himself 
points out why. He quotes a 
remark overheard by Dorothy 
Thompson in Paris: “I'd rather 
see Hitler in the Champs Elysees 
than Leon Blum.” 


Werner correctly puts his finger on 
the instruments of Nazi power— 
planes and tanks and the still as- 
tonishing German co-ordination of all 
arms. But asain he seems to exage 
Kerate somewhat the range of these 
terrible weapons, - Planes still can. 
not reach across oceans ns eficctive 
military forces—tsolated bombings by 
longe-range planes do not win-bat- 
les. Yet he says “the new methods 
of warfare have conquered space.” 
They have not; they have conquered 
only a certain amount of space. 


The distinction fs Important. If Mr 
Werner were altogether correct, a 
German attemnt to invade the United 
States would be feasible. Though It 
may be’some day, it {9 not to-day, 
The diMculties of crossing on ocean 
ure far crenter than those of crossing 
a 20-mile channel, which {s still the 
supreme bother for the Nazis.

As France has ieft the League, her 
mandate should have been handed 
back just In the same way 08 the 
mandate for the Pacific islands ought 
to be handed back by the Japancse. 
That, however, is another story. 

Syria, which fs about 68,000 square 
miles In arca and has a population of 
3,000,000, most of whom are Araba, 
has been compared with Austria in 
co for os it affords n base for advanca 
further afield, Because Britain and 
France did not agree to prevent the 
rape of Austria, through which Hitler 
got into the Balkans, Britain and 
France are now quarrelling over 
Syria. If it were lost to the Ger- 


-| mans, as it was fearcd at one tine 


would be the case, then the whole of 
the Middle East would have collaps- 
ed. The oil wells at Kukulc In Iraq 
and those near Abadan, In Iran, to- 
gether with the Suez Canal, would 
have been fost, and the route to 
India would have been opened up for 
the German forces. 


REASSURANCE FOR 
. TURKEY 


: This successful campaign in| Syria 
consolidates the Middle Enst position, 
and reassures Turkey, which was in 


great danger of being encircled by: 


the German forces, and, of course: 
reduced to a state of vassalage. The 
inglorlous administration of. Vichy 
France in Syria now comes to an end; 
though even before this war the 
condition of Syria was a constant 
headache. Revolts and riotings were 
the order of the day, and it was also 
from here that many of the plots 
against authority Jn Palestine were 
hatched by the  cxiied Mufti of 
Jerusalem. 

The Germans have 
In these troubled waters for many 
years, and were on the point of 
reaping the fruits of their Fifth 
Column worl: when Sir Henry Mait- 
land Wilson took up the challenge 
and entered the country with his 
armies. The rapid withdrawal of 
the Germans from Syria was due to 
a desire to sce France and Britain at 
war.. They wanted a clear Issue, for 
they saw In this war which they 
engineered the best means of bring- 
ing Darlan and: Marshal Petain over 
to thelr side. It is.‘not yet quite 
clear whether France will collaborate 
fully with Germany ngainst Britain. 
Strangely enough, — while Vichy 
France is fighting Britain in Syria, 
two supply ships for North Africa 
are being permitted to get through 
the blockude to feed the French 
people there, 

This success in Syria ought to give 
a stntus and power to the Free 
French movement. It will neutralise 
the unfortunate effect of the Dakar 
incident, and ought to win over the 
Frenchmen in Djiboutl and possibly 
in. North Africa_generally.

Docs the occupation of Ieccland 
bring America nearer to war? The 
answer would be yes, exactly two 
thousand miles nearer than before. 
Iceland is only five hundred miles 
from Britain and about cight hundred 
from Norway. It is possible, there- 
fore, that the Germans were consl- 
dering u descent on Iceland by plane 
parachute and glider, The German 
‘newspapers are accusing President 
Roosevelt of Invading an innocent, 
independent state and taking it under 
his protection. This is the comic 
relicf in a week's propaganda, 


Will Germany declare war on the 
United States? That fs, not likely, 
us It would produce a very bad 
prychological effect in Germany. 
Secondly, it would provide an excuse 
for Japan to kecp out of the war. 
The United States will not declare 
war, as she is merely taking steps to 
secure her right to cross the Atlantic 
Ocean without Interference by Ger- 
many. She gives the. impression that 
she mapped out her course and {is pro- 
ceeding according to plan and in 
accordance with her growing 
strength. Nothing can divert her 
efforts, for appeasement is now a 
discredited and discarded policy. 


Teeland is, of course, strategically 
very important, as from it as a base 


a considerable areca of the Atlantic 


Ocean can be patrolled by pluncs. 
From that point of view, Greenland 
is Important too, I remember travel- 
Mng to Copenhagen In 1933 with a 
young Dane, who was complaining 
about the weakness of Denmark as a 
state. It was about the time when 
her economic system was being 
knocked awry by the barter system 
and when the, League of Nations was 
beginning to show signs of cracking. 
I said that*Denmark had valuable 
possessions in Iceland and Grcen- 
land, thinking of them from a whal- 
Ing and Ashing point of view.

SINO-JAPANESE 
CONFLICT - 


The end of the fourth year in the 
Sino-Japanese war naturally cails for 
a review of the position. I happened 


to be in Kuling on July 7 in 1937,]- 


when the Lukouchiao affair occurred. 
Between that date and July 18, great 
dezisions were being taken in that 
mountain resort, for It was from therg 
that the Generalissimo and his minis- 
ters were governing and guiding 
China Jn‘her most. criticat hour, 

There was no panic, no evidence 
of a warlike spirit, just a cold ap- 
preciation of what the decisions in- 
volved. -There was no other possible 
answer to the Japanese demands but 
the one that was given. The Chinese 
lenders knew auite well that the 
constal provinces would be lost, and 
snid so. They knew that the war 
would fast a long time and would in- 
vulve-untold_hardship, -sufferlng_ and. 
sacrifice, but there was no alterna- 
tive. The Japanese had offered 
peace with dismemberment and dis- 
honour, und other terms which were 
incompatible with China's “indepen- 
dence as a state. The Generalissimo 
drew up the reply. Dr Hu Shih 
translated it into Engllsh and sent St 
forth to the Japanese and to the 
world. The Insolent demands were 
answered in dignified terms. There 
was no boasting, no attempt to dis- 
fuise the seriousness of the issue or 
fo Letray China by accepting stich 
mumiliating ‘conditions. 


So the "China- Incident’ ~ started. 


The Japanese army, in a lighthearted 
manner, sald the whole affair would 
be GAs }ied of within six months at 
the Most. In August In the same 
yene, I crossed to Japan‘'and asked a 
Japanese friend if he knew what 
Japan ‘vas up against. He said his 
hupression was that China could not 
tast long as she was so broken by 
factlons and warlords. When I told 
hha that China was not the China of 
1925-1931 but a nation solid and 
unjted behind General Chiang Kal- 
shek where this war was concerned, 
he was astonished. “Then Sn that

How was it the Japanése made 
auch a grave miscalculation and, in- 
atend of finding themselves Involved 
only six months, arc involved In a 
war which has bled them militarily 
and.economlcally for four years and 
‘paralysed thelr ‘foreign policy? 

The war with China has not re- 
vented the strength of Japan but 
rather tho wealmess ond poverty of 
her leadership. Because -of her 
overweening ambition and because 
she is clouded with her own ‘concelt, 
through absence of first class oppoal- 
tion in the past, she has made one 
blunde# after’ another. 


SERIOUS POSITION 


Like Italy, she deserted the demo- 
erntic countries which fashioned and 
sponsored, her development on Wes- 
tern lines, and Is now-becoming more 
and more Iike Italy In that she has 
her policy directed from Berlin by 
the three thousand Germans who are 
in Tokyo to see that the Nazi doc- 
trines ore applied. She has now 
reached a critical stage In her history 
and Is at a point where a wrong de- 
tlsion might hurl her back to that 
nlage ¢f International Insignificance 
from wich she emerged in 1869. 

Britain and the United States are 
definitely committed to  alding 
China. As their resources are far 
greater than’ ‘those of Japan it would 
be well for Japan to find some way 
ef coming to terms with the demo- 
cratle powers, Instend of piling up 
these -bitter antagonisms by continu- 
Ing to bomb open citles in. China, 
destroying American and British 
property and stopping all tradc, 

Obviously the American rearma- 
ment programme is now well under 
way, ond as the American Navy 
alnne wes in’ the ratio of 10 to 7 
with..regard to the Japanese, before 
the race storted, the chan:es 
Japan in o Pacific war to-day would 
le very stender. 

What is really wacdd in Japan i: 
a realistic view of the situation. She 
ought i9 recognise that the Na 
have doubled—crossed ber twice, 
first in August 1939 and secondly in 
June 1941. She ought to see that 
the China affair is a-serlous war in 
which she is losing not only men 
und’ money, but her reputation -and 
her honour. 

She nist know that Italian co- 
operation is worthless nnd that the 
chances of German help in a Far 
Eastern war are nil. It js to be hoped
